In a non-political address. Meek urged retail merchants to take advantage of current 


trends, namely, the decentralization of big business and the increase in population. However, he 
warned that in the face of diminishing defense spending, retail merchants will have to go all-out in 
salesmanship and modern merchandising to maintain the American economic system through the 


flow of commodities from the production line to the consumer. 


Small Cities in Golden 
Seat, Claims Joe Meek 
Tells Merchants Here to 
Capitalize on Potential 


Cities the size of Dixon now are commercially in the "golden seat" 


of opportunity. 


This was an opinion expressed Monday night by Joe Meek, Repub- 


lican candidate for U. S. senator, during an address at the annual Dixon 
chamber of commerce retail merchants' meeting. 


Meek's non-political talk per- 


tained to the future of retail mer- 
chants in small communities, not- 
ing the potentialities before them 
in a changing world. 


As president of the Illinois Fed- 


eration of Retail associations, Chi- 
cago, he spoke befoie more than 
60 persons at the dinner session in 
the Dixon Elks' club. 


Vital Year 


In the icalm of retail merchant's 


Meek said, the year 1954 will sep- 
arate the "men fiom the boys " 


Facing a tapenng defense econ- 


omy, 
Veek contended merchants 


will have to rely on better sales- 
manship and increased 
product 


selectivity to prosper. 


Meek called for a unity of pur- 


pose among merchants, to take 
advantage of business and indus- 
trial trends. 


Foiemost, he uiged them to 


capitalize on the decentralization 
movement of industries from large 
cities. 
• 


In tnis regaid, he advised busi- 


nessmen to attract industries by 
improving conditions in a com- 


munity both internally and exter- 
nally . 


Must Solve Parking 


Externally, he suggested that 


merchants solve such things as 
parking problems, contending cars 
are "an Instrument of the devil" as 
far as merchants are concerned. 


Internally, he said it's indispens- 


able that retail merchants master 
the art of better commodity dis- 
tribution, changing a customers 
"wants" to absolute "needs." 


By introducing new industry Into 


a community, Meek implied pros- 
perity will follow in the wake of 
increasing spending power. 


He also urged merchants to note 


the nation's increase in population, 
which means additional customers. 
Such an increase results in pros- 
perity if better selling methods are 
employed. 


Meek frowned on the theory com- 


munities are reaching a saturation 
point in selling, advising that mer- 
chants review the coordination of 
business activities.

WASHINGTON WV-President Eisenhower does not recall meeting 


Harry Dexter White in England in 1944, a White House spokesman 
said Monday. 
Presidential press secretary James 
C. Hagerty said he checked with 
Eisenhower about an article which 
appeared in the March, 1947, issue 
of United Nations World. The ar- 
ticle said Eisenhower discussed fu- 
ture policy toward Germany with 
then Secretary of the Treasury Hen- 
ry Morgenthau, jr., and White at 
a 1944 meeting in southern Eng- 
land.

coming to a city to shop, analyzing 
accomodations for the shopper's 
convenience. 


Meek said it's up to the individ- 


ual retail merchants to help save 
the American economy, a way of 
life in this country. 


Our economy is based on the con- 


tinued movement of goods from 
the production lines to consumers. 
Approximately 16 million jobs are 
based on that, he said. 


In the event defense spending is 


eliminated, retail merchants will 
have 
to 
keep 
goods moving 


through the ase of better sales- 
manship. 


This task depends on a mer- 


chant's desire to be merchants and 
not order-takers. 


Business also depends on the 


price of goods. Meek implied, stip- 
ulating one price for everyone is 
the ideal price ... not 20 per cent 
off for one person and not for an- 
other. 


Can line Ingenuity 


He said small businessmen have 


an advantage. They can cut costs 
and increase sales through per- 
sonal ingenuity. 
' They can do this by taking a 
personal interest in the customer,1 
using better tools In selling, better 
salesmanship', and better methods. 


Modern self-service methods to- 


day enable small businessmen to 
serve not merely one customer, but 
six at a time, thus increasing serv- 
ice and sales. Meek contended. 


He pointed to the need for bigger 


and better trade promotions, prop- 
erly advertised, to attract more 
business. 


However, he frowned on high- 


pressured sales schemes employed 
when the "sales atmosphere" Is in- 
opportune. 
People 
must 
have 


money to buy before heavy sales 
promotion Is advisable. 


Know Politicians 


He urged retail merchants to 


know the most Important people af- 
fecting their economic interests, 
those who represent them in state 
and federal government. 


Government 
programs 
affect 


the merchant by controlling, both 
the power of buy-ing and selling. 
Through tuxes, he said, govern- 
ment can limit take-home pay and 
buying power. It can control sell- 
ing through such things as price 
control*. 


Meek condemned politicians who 


disregard public welfare In the eco 
nomic field by backing legislation 
that proves to be mere political ex 
pedlency. 


He implied, however, the Ameri 


can economy doesn't rest in the 
hands of politicians, that it is up 
to every citizen to save our eco- 
nomic system through continued 
adherence to policies of free en 
UrpriM and personal initiative. 


Jury Hears 
Greenlease 
Kidnap Tale 


Hall Planned to 
Strangle But Shot 
Youngster Instead 


KANSAS CITY UP)—The 


grim story of how Carl Aus- 
tin Hall shot and killed little 
Bobby Greenlease as he strug- 
gled for his life was told to- 
day in the ex-convict's con- 
fession. 


The confession was made public 


for the first time when it was read 
at the fedeial kidnap trial of Hall 
and Mrs. Bonnie Brown Heady, the 
alcoholic divorcee, before a jury 
called to determine whether they 
shall die for their crime. 


No Emotion 


Hall, the 34-yeat-old playboy who 


turned to crlmn when his inherited 
foitune was squandered, showed 
little sign of emotion as the 36 
pages of gruesome detail was read 
by A. S. Reeder,- one of two FBI 
agents who took the confession. 


Hall lelnted how he had driven 


the boy and Mis. Heady across the 
state line Into Kansas soon after 
6-year-old Bobby had been abduct- 
ed from a private Catholic school 
In' Kansas City. 


"Bobby had not offered any re- 


sistance and had not made any 
outcries," the confession read, 
"but see'med interested in his ride 
and appeared to be enjoying him 
self during the trip. 


Stop* Car 


"After stopping the car, I got 


out on the driver's side, went to 
the jear and let the tailgate down, 
then laid out the blue plastic sheet. 
I then went around the car to the 
side opposite the driver and enter 
ed the" car. 


"Bobby was still sitting on the 


front seat but Bonnie had left the 
car and was walking up a hedge 
row at the rear of the car. 


"I had a piece of rope which 


was pait of a clothesline I had ob 
tained from Bonnie's home. 1 then 
placed this rope around Bobby's 
neck and endeavored to strangle 
him. 


"This rope was 12 inches or 15 


inches long and was too short for 
me to hold in my hands and get a 
good twist. Bobby was struggling 
and kicking, so I took my .38 call 
ber revolver and fired what I be- 
lieved to be two shots at Bobby's 
head at close range.

Truman declared he let White's 


appointment to the International 
Monetary Fund go through in or- 
der to avodi tipping off a broad 
FBI Investigation of alleged sub- 
versive activities by some govern- 
ment officials and employees.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) 


—Too many American farms 
are too small. 


This could be one of the 
roots of the administration's 
,farm troubles. 


Sine* 3WO the trend has been 


toward larger farms. But a recent 
study by the Department of Agri- 
culture "indicates that it probably 
has not been fast enough. 


In 1920 the average size of the 


American farm was 148 acres. To- 
day it's 216 acres. Averages like 
this don't really tell the story, 
however, b e c a u s e farms vary 
greatly in most economic size de- 
pending upon what they produce. 


The most revealing figure from 


the DOA study shows that one-half 
of all the country's farm man 
power Is employed on small, low 
production 
farms. These 
farms 


have about one-fifth of the total 
land resources yet produce one- 
tenth of the farm products grown 
for sale. 


Well-preserved grass mlage will 


save about 84 per cent of the pro- 
tein in forage crops, says a Uni- 
versity of Illinois livestock special- 
ist.

Although the present trend to 


lower form prices is putting a spe- 
cial squeeze on the small fellow, 
the agriculture spokesman says, it 
doesn't mean that the big follows 
arc going to got bigger.

dent for that to happen. At worst 
the very low producers will be 
slowly squeezed off their farms and 
the rather slow trend toward big- 
ness will continue, slowly and over 
a long period.

facts. 


The facts' are that the cost of 


labor, the cost of transportation 
the cost of all the things involved 
in getting food from the farm to 
the consumer have gone up. And 
at the same time, food is being 
processed to a much greater ex 
tent. 


Fortune magazine recently mad 


a thorough study of "the fabulous 
market for food." And they founc 
that "marketing services added 
since 1941, now account for 10 per 
cent of the totaf*food bill—and 
nearly 20 per cent of all food mar- 
keting costs." 


Services 
added. 
They're 
the 


things that account, in a large 
part, for the wider spread between 
what the consumer pays for food 
and what the farmer gets ... for 
the fact that producers are receiv- 
ing a smaller share of each con- 
sumer dollar. 


But don't forget that consumers 


are spending a lot more dollars! 
Sixty billion dollars for food this 
year—compared to $20 billion in 
1941! 


And they're not only spending 


more 
money 
for food. They're 


spending a larger share of their 
incomes—26 per cent this year, 
compared to 22 per cent in 1941.

—one or more Illinois farmers are 
electrocuted when corn elevators 
they are moving contact overhead 
electric wires.

If the move is in your farmyard,

chemicals in this instance arc certain hydrocarbons. One sci- 
entist said that when painted on the skin of mice they pro- 
duce cancers in 50 per cent of the animals. 


The scientists are much more skeptical about the role 


of smoking in lung cancer deaths. At least five independent 
studies show a strong association between cigaret smoking 
and this type of cancer, especially among chain-smokers who 
have had the habit of 35 years or more. But the link is far 
from conclusive, and researchers have not yet discovered 
what specific substance in tobacco might be the source of 
trouble. Many people who do not smoke still get lung cancer. 


In any event, the role of air pollution is sufficiently well 


established so that city officials, sanitary engineers and 
other authorities ought to move in on the problem without 
delay. 


Said one scientist in New York recently: "We are cre- 


ating a marked cancer hazard in the air over our big cities 
by dumping all manner of fumes and gases into the atmos- 
phere."

CASTEL GANDOLFO. Italy 


Pope Pius XII today ordered pub- 
lication of a decree approving 
miracles proposed for the canoni- 
zation of Pope Pius X. 


The solemn step, taken at the 


Pope's summer residence here be- 
fore a meeting of the Vatican's 
Congregation of Rites attended by 
six cardinals, brought the Catholic 
church's highest honor—sainthood 
—near for the Pontiff who already 
is popularly known as "Papa San- 
to." the Pope Saint. 


His canonization is expected to 


be a highlight here of the world- 
wide Marian year which begins 
Dec. 8 to honor the Virgin Mary. 


Pius X, who will be the first 


pontiff 
to be canonized in 241 


years, died Aug. 20. 1014, saddened 
by the outbreak of World War I.

Three-Years Later 


DeWolf wasn't charged until 


three years after the slaying. Rid- 
dled by bullets after an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to hijack a liquor store 
In California, he was arrested and 
a gun found in~his possession was 
identified as the St. Clair death 
weapon. 


He insisted it was given to him 


by Victor Everhart, once charged 
In the St. Cair slaying, but later 
absolved on the alibi that he was 
under treatment for a broken col- 
lar bone in Indiana at the time. 


DeWolf 
repeatedly 
maintained 


he was at a dance hall in Drum- 
right, 50 miles away, when St. 
Clair was slain. But he was never 
able to produce witnesses. 


At his trial three years after the 


fatal incident, witnesses identified 
him as the gunman and the jury 
returned the death penalty verdict 
In 26 minutes'. 


Twice Appealed 


Twice the case was heard by the 


State Criminal Court of Appeals. 
Twice is was carried to the U. S. 
Supreme Court. Three times the 
State Pardon and Parole Board 
considered the case. Each time the 
decision was against DeWolf. 


State Sen. Kirksey Nix became 


Interested in July, 1952. When the 
1953 legislature convened, he was 
named head of a committee to in 
vestigat* the DeWolf case. After 
lengthy hearings, Nix proclaimed

NEW YORK i/B — The United 


States Golf Assn. and the British 
Royal and Ancient Golf Club of St.

ruling bodies of golf, have agreed 
on minor revisions of golf rules 
effective Jan. 1, 1954. 


Henceforth a ball may not be 


lifted for identification in a hazard 
although if a ball is covered by 
sand, fallen leaves, etc., the play- 
er may remove enough to enable 
him to see the top of the ball. But 
if he plays the wrong ball from a 
hazard, there is no penalty. 


A clause added to rule 22—drop- 


ping and placing the ball—provides 
that "a ball lifted in a hazard 
must be dropped and come to rest 
in that hazard unless otherwise 
provided for in the rules." 


Other amendments provide that 


strokes played with a wrong ball 
do not count m the player's .score; 
combining stroke play and match 
play is prohibited, and practice on 
a course before starting 
stroke 


play is definitely prohibited on the 
day that play begins.

Hoover, the man who hasn't been 
heard from directly, could supply 
missing links in the Harry Dexter 
White 
case unless 
Ally. Gen. 


Brownell does it today. 


Brownell had an afternoon date 


with the Senate's internal security 
subcommittee which is investigat- 
ing his charge that in 1946 former 
President Truman knew White was 
a spy for Russia but promoted 
him. White died in 1948. 


The former president, in a tele- 


vision-radio talk to the country 
Monday night, called Brownell's 
charge a deliberate lie for political 


pin poses and gave this explana- 
tion. 


Kin Explanation 


In 1916. the FBI, headed by 


Hoover, sent him a long report 
containing accusations that White, 
then assistant secretary of the 
treasury, was part of a Russian 
espionage ring. 


Truman had just named While 


to another job — with the Intcrna- 
tional Monetary Fund — and in 
spite of the FBI report he said he 
let White have the job for these 
reasons:

justice of the Supreme 
Court. 


Clark also .later went to the Su- 
preme Court as a justice. Clark re- 
fused a subpoena of the House un- 
American Activities Committee al- 
though he said he would consider 
answering written questions. 


That raises a question: Can't 


some of those "other government 
officials" mentioned by Truman 
explain what they know? Truman 
didn't name them. But it has been 
reported that FBI director Hoover 
was one of them. 


The FBI boss has carefully stay- 


ed out of political brawls, an un- 
usual achievement which, together 
with the FBI's brilliant record, ac- 
counts for his keeping his job so 
long. 
Actually, forcing him 
to 


testify might injure the effective- 
ness of FBI operations. 


Unless 
Brownell 
can 
answer 


clearly some of the questions still 
unanswered there may be points 
forever left hanging. 


For example: Did Hoover think 


it a good idea to keep White or any 
others in government service? Did 
Hoover ask that they be kept on 
so he'd have more time to inves- 
tigate and tighten the ring around 
them?

for safety. 


The vaccine was developed by 


Dr. Jonas E. Salk of the University 
of Pittsburgh. It will bo given to 
scwnd graders in public, private 
and parochial schools in some^SOO 
U.S. 
counties—none o f f i c i a l l y 


named as yet. 


Wfyat happens to these young- 


sters during next summer's natur- 
al exposure to polio will tell wheth- 
er the vaccine is a success. 


Success will be assured if these 


youngsters

polio, or none, compared with un- 
vaccinated children of the first 
through third grades in those same 
counties. 


The answer won't b<> known until 


iom«- lime in 1P5S, when careful 
scientific checkups have been com- 
pleted, said Basil O'Connor, foun 
dation president. 


If the vaccine does really pro 


tect, then largo amounts could be 
made available for children of all 
ages in JOSS, O'Connor said.

million dollars, are

A feud among L?nder county offi- 
cials has taken an unusual twist— 
with the sheriff sentenced to 50 
da#s confinement lor contempt of 
the justice of the peace. 


But under the law, a sheriff 


can't be sentenced to the county 
jail. So Sheriff John L. Hammond 
will serve bis time in the home of 
an old friend, Constable George 
Bonner, at the county seat in 
Austin. 


Sheriff Hammond, of Austin, and 


Justice of the Peace E. Charles 
Le Maire. of Battle 
Mountain, 


clashed Monday when the sheriff 
refused to jail a man who had 
been sentenced by L« Maire for 
drunken driving. 


Hammond won't say why he re 


fused, but friends reported that he 
feels persons convicted at Battle 
Mountain should be housed in the 
jail there instead of being sent to 
Austin—where the jail is empty. 


Residents of the two communi- 


ties, 90 miles apart in sparsely 
settled central Nevada, have been 
feuding for months over Battle 


fountain's so tar unsuccessful at- 
empt to take the county seat away 
rom Austin. 


At Monday's hearing. Le Maire 


it first fined the sheriff $100 for 
ontempt. But when 
Hammond 


;aid he didn't have the money, he 
was told he could serve it out at 
2 per day like other county pris- 
oners. 


The justice ordered the sheriff 


confined to the home of his chief 
icutenant at 
Austin. D e p u t y 


Sheriff Francis Escobar. 


But then it developed Escobar 


didn't have a home. He lives at 
the jail. So Hammond suggested 


be confined to Constable Bon- 


net's home. 


The judge agreed to this. Nobody 


had asked Constable Bonner about 
it, but he subsequently observed: 


"It's all right by me, I guess. 


I got a big house."
